ONDON, July 25, 7:10 p. m—{By Atlantic Cable.) The 
Foreign Office has received news of the sinking of the British 
steamer Knight ‘Commander by Russian warships, and has 

instructed the British Consul at Yokohama to make a full investi- 
gation of the case and report at once to Downing Street. Until 
his report is received no action will be taken. The Foreign 
Office regrets the incident as coming at an unfortunate time in 
connection with public opinion here, but the officials refrain from 
all comments pending receipt of details. 

STORY OF CREW’S RESCUE. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

YOKOHAMA, July 25.—Capt Brown, of the steamship Tsinan, 
which brought the crew of the steamship Knight Commander into 
port today, says that the Knight Commander met three Russian 
warships at 7:30 o’clock Sunday morning off the province of Izu. 
The Russian officers who boarded the Knight Commander took 
her captain back with them, and ordered the crew of the Knight 
Commander to come on board one of the Russian warships within 
ten minutes. The Russians then sank the Knight Commander. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon, the Russian vessels met the 
Tsinan and transferred the crew of the Knight Commander

BOASTED OF SINKING OTHERS.

Commander says the Russians boasted that between sinking the 
Knight Commander and halting the Tsinan they sank two small

British vessel. The Russians claimed to have plenty of coal. 

Before leaving the Tsinan, Capt. Brown was ordered to blow off 
steam and not to move his vessel until the Russians had disap- 
peared over the horizon. When last seen, at 7 o’clock in the 
evening, the Russian warships were steaming in a southessterly 
direction, toward the mouth of Tokio Bay. 

The American Trading Company, agents here for the Knight 
Commander, deny that the vessel had any contraband on board 
according to her manifest. 

The three Russian warships which sank the Knight Con- 
mander are reported by Capt. Brown of the Tsinan to be crowded 
with men. Their bottoms are foul, and they look grim and ugly. 
The Russian vessels are thought to be short of prize crews. The 
‘Tsinan brought in a number of passengers, including women and 
children, from Australia. 

AMERICAN VESSELS IN PERIL. | 

Americans here are quite anxious concerning the possible fate 
of the Korea, belonging to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, 
and the American steamer, Shawmut, which left Puget Sound July 
16 for Hongkong. The agent here of the Pacific Mail Company 
cabled a warning to the Korea at Midway Island. It is not known 
whether either of these steamers carry contraband or not. The sink- 


ing of the Knight Commander without a trial is considered here to 
be an act of savagery, and as affording grounds for apprehension 
as to the treatment by the Russians of other neutral vessels.

Project of Cincin- 

nati Millionaires Now Well Under 
Way—Entire Little Bear Valley to 
be Filled With Water—Three 
Years’ Job. 


Big wagons, drawn * many horses, 
are today creeping up the rough and 
winding road over the San Bernardino 
range to Arrowhead with thousands of 
tons of cement. In the silent valley of 
the Little Bear, back of the lofty patch 
of queer vegetation which forms the 
arrowhead, workmen with blueprints 
and dynamite and power-driven tools 
are hewing through solid rock and dig- 
ging deep in the mountain earth and 
’ building tunnels and generally conduct- 
ing themselves as workmen should who 
have been hired by millionaire business 
men to uprear one of the mightiest 
dams and construct one of the greatest 
reservoirs in the West—a reservoir that 
shall be 900 acres in area and 70 feet 
deep, which is three times the size of 
the Sweetwater dam, near San Diego, 
than which there is now none larger in 
the State. 

These “re 
what the great Arrowhead reservoir is 
to provide; irrigation te make the San 
Bernardino Valley bloom, and _  elec- 
trical power to grind the bloom into 
fine gold. 

Twelve yeurs ago James 2. Gamble. 
“the man who made Ivory soap,” and 
James Mooney, Cincinnati's “prince of 
leather;” saw the “possibilities” (an 
accepted term among captains of Indus- 
try) of building this mammoth reser- 
voir. Their simultaneous vision ripened 
into the Arrowhead Reservoir Compa- 
ny, a millionsires’ concern, at whose 
expense the wagonlouds of cement are 
today belng dragged up the mountain 
sides out San Bernardino way. Silent- 
lv. steadily, through all these dozen 

en, the promoters of this big scheme 

ve kept a force of experts at work 
all over the watershed country west 
of the San Bernardino Mountains, 
measuring streams, recording rainfalls, 
investigating subterranean water sup- 
lies.

The reser- 
voir will be fed by a large cement-lined 
conduit from Helecomb Valley and 
Deep Creek, intercepti all interme- 
diary streams Little r, Hooks, 
Shake, Sheep, Crab and Holcomb 
creeks, all tributaries of the Mojave 
River.

The water 
will be brought through the mountains 
either by tunnel rt a pass. 

“The discharging \cq mduit will circle 
Grass Valley on the north—where, by 
the way, it is likely that a sister reser- 
vclr will soon be begun. There will 
be a fall of 2700 feet down the south 
face of the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains, and two power stations will be 
installed on the line of fall. With de- 
tween four thousand and five thou 
sand inches of water, and the fall of 
2700 feet, a net market horsepower of 
from fifteen to twenty thousand will 
be available.”

The only dangerous plants 
to place in the sek room are those 
which give off dioxide, but during the 
daytime the amount of oxygen they 
produce neutralizes the harmful ef- 
fects. At night the danger lies in the 
greatly diminished production of oxy-

posing cut flowers will give off 
poisonous gases. 

“The chief cause of colds is found 
in the habit of going from heated 
buildings into the cold street.

New Type of Torpedo Boat. 

Francis Herreshoff, a nephew of 
Capt. Nat“ Herreshoff has suggested 
to the United States government that 
an improvement might be made on the 
resent system of torpedo warfare, and 
« said to be constructing a model to 
Mustrate the idea. Instead of building 
a costly and elaborate boat for the pur. 
pose of launching a missile, he would 
combine the latter with a light, inex- 
pefisive craft. The charge would be 
carried in the bow, just as it is in the 
head of a self-propelled Whitehead 
torpedo, When this exploded, of course, 

the whole thing would be destroyed. 
Only two men would be required to 
manage such a boat, and the inventor 
thinks that it might not be necessary 
to sacrifice their lives. When the boat 
had approached close enough to the en- 
emy's ship to leave no doubt about the 
result they could lock the steering 
gear, don life-belts and jump over- 
rd. There would then be a chance 
that they might be picked up and be 
able to join the fleet to which they 
were attached. Boats of this descrip- 
tion might be easily carried on battle- 
ships and cruisers, especially if bunt 
of aluminum.

ANGORA GOATS NEW INDUSTRY. 
(N. v.) July 25.—If 
the experiment undertaken in propa- 
gating a new species of angora goats 
at Debryce, Sullivan County, proves a 
success, it will mean a great industry 
for that section of the country. A 
large tract of land at Debruce has been 
purchased upon which has been placed 
a herd of imported white angora goats. 
The owner has now gone to New Mext- 
co in quest of two thousand goats, and 
he proposes to cross the breeds, 
pecting to preduce a superior species.
